DROUGHT GROWS SERIOUS 


EDWARD DAKER 
KILLED BY FALL 


Emmitsburg Man Falls Iron Third 


Story ol Building to a Fence and 


Dies from Injuries. Fellow Work­ 


man’s Narrow Escape. 


L ingering several days w ith fatal 
injuries. Contractor J. Edward Baker, 
of Em m itsburg, died a t his home in 
that place from the effects of a fall 
from the third door of the G eiw ick’s 
building in course of construction in 
that town 
Ile sustained thr*e broken 
rill* and a num ber of internal in ju r ­ 
ies. 
Mr. Baker, w ith George Shorb, was 
m easuring supports for 
rafters when 
the accident huppened. 
He was hold­ 
ing a heavy piece of tim ber and at the 
same tim e was steadying the step-lad­ 
der on which Shorb stood. 
He was 
Lacing away from the 
building w ith 
his buck to the ladder. 
In some way 
the fcattom of the tim ber slipped out 
and its w eight threw Mr. Baker from 
tis balance and he fell. 
An u navail­ 
ing effort to catch bold of the bu ild ­ 
ing turned his body and he fell on the 
top of a fence landing on his left side 
and then falling to the ground, he 
struck his head on one of the founda­ 
tion stones. 
Fhorb saved him self by catching 
hold of the rafter where he hung for a 
short tim e until rescued from his par­ 
lous position. 
A ll of the workmen 
hastened to the prostrate body of Mr. 
laker and he was carried to his home. 
which fortunately was 
but a short 
distance from the scene of the acci­ 
dent. 
Dr. Stone was summoned and 
the broken hones were placed in posi­ 
tion hut the internal injury 
was too 
severe and 
on 
W ednesday 48 hours 
after the accident, Mr. Baker died. 
For many years 
he

»urg’s leading contractor and builder.

years,

children, two brothers. Messrs. Joseph 
anti Charles Baker and one sister.

The funeral ser­ 
vices were held Friday m orning in St, 
Joseph’s Church. 
The interm ent was 
made in the churchyard at E m m its­ 
burg.

Hot Fight In Cong m o — Proposed 
Measure Is Virtually a Substitute 
For Interstate Commerce A ct 


Washington, Dec. ll.—A controversy 
over railroad legislation is promised 
la congress this winter which in in­ 
terest end importance may surpass 
the conflict over railroad rates four 
years ego. 
The first gun was fired by Senator 
Cummins, of Iowa, who introduced a 
bill proposing radical changes in the 
interstate commerce act. 
In a large 
sense it is'* virtual substitute for the 
act. 
It is expected that a bill proposing 
amendments to the law will be intro­ 
duced early In January by Senator 
Elkins which will differ from the Cum­ 
mins bill in many details. 
la brief, the Cummins bill requires 
the interstate commerce commission 
to promulgate a uniform classification 
of freight and to prepare a plan for 
the statement of freight rates which 
shall hereafter be made in a uniform 
way. Carriers are required to adopt 
this classification. 
Power to Fix Rates. 
The 
commission is authorized to 
consider rates on its own motion, de­ 
termine their reasonableness, and is 
empowered to fix maximum and mini­ 
mum rates. 
In any action to set aside a rate 
order of the commission, the courts 
are prevented from Inquiring Into the 
reasonableness or sufficiency of any 
rate fixed. 
The bill provides that changes tn 
rates shall not become effective until 
they are approved by the commission. 
It prohibits the acquisition of con­ 
trol by any common carrier of any 
parallel competing line, or from ac­ 
quiring the capital stock or bonds of 
any other carrier that is a competitor. 
A carrier is prohibited from Issuing 
any capital stock without payment at 
par either in money or in property, 
and. in effect, the commission is to 
have supervision of the issues of stock 
and bonds by any carrier. 
Specific directions are given for the 
disposition of the proceeds of any sale 
of bonds. 
After Jan. I. 1911, no carrier doing 
Interstate business shall be permitted 
to engage in any other business than 
that of a common carrier.

Mr. Asquith Makes Ireland** Causa the 
Deem In Impending Elect Ion — De­ 
clares Party** Policy Ie to Give Irish 
Faepla Local Self-Government 


Loudon, Dec. ll. — At a monster 
meeting In Albert hall Herbert Henry 
Aequith, tbs British prime minister. 
laid down the policy on which the Lib­ 
eral government la appealing to the 
country. He repeated what had been 
said by other ministers—that if it 
ware returned to power the govern­ 
ment would demand the limitation of 
the power of the house of lords—and 
then went a step further and pledged 
that the Liberal party would grant 
self-government to Ireland. 
The meeting wan marked by the 
great enthusiast? of an audience that 
filled the vast hail and which was com­ 
posed entirely of men. women having 
been denied admission in the fear that 
there might he counter demonstrations 
by suffragettes. Every corner of the 
bali had been searched during the day 
for women, and a small band of them 
was routed out, but they managed to 
get two male supporters into the meet­ 
ing, who Interrupted Mr. Asquith mo­ 
mentarily with cries of “Vote* for wo­ 
men.” Then they were promptly eject­ 
ed from the hall. 
Liberal Party's Policy. 
Mr. Asquith pointed out that just 
four years ago Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman. then prime minister, had 
outlined la Albert hall the policy of a 
new Liberal government, which in 
eluded many reforms. The representa­ 
tives of the people ta the house of 
commons had labored 
faithfully to 
earry into law the measures promised 
hat their will had been nullified and. 
aa a fitting climax, the supplies, which 
the house of commons had voted, had 
been stepped upon by the house of 
lords. 
Therefore, the house of commons 
was now on the eve of another disso­ 
lution and It had fallen to his lot to 
take up the burden. The last time, he 
aald. the government had reckoned 
without their boat. but It was not go­ 
ing to make that mistake again. 
Ireland Fortunate. 
After referring to the action of the 
house of ton** in regard to the mat 
tar of Welsh religious quality and the 
fata of certain Scottish land bills, Mr. 
Asquith turned his attention to Ire­ 
land. which, he auld, had been fortu 
ante for once, because the measures 
sent up tm her behalf did not come vio­ 
lently athwart tbs prejudices of the 
house of lords. 
“Speaking last year before my ac 
cession to the premiership.” Mr. As­ 
quith continued. ”1 described the Irish 
policy aa the one undeniable failure 
of British 
statesmanship. 
I repeat 
what I aald than, and on behalf of my 
colleagues sad. I believe, on behalf of 
my party. I reiterate that this is a 
problem to be solved only in one way— 
by a policy which, while explicitly 
safeguarding the supreme, Indivisible 
authority of the Imperial parliament.

••elal Reform lit Budget. 
Mr. Asquith defended the budget as 
necessary to social reform, and In this 
respect old age pensions were the first 
step. The budget, ha continued, had 
basil thrown out by the house of lords 
after weeks of debate, and the govern­ 
ment. as a result was confronted with 
three constitutional Innovations: first, 
th# claim of the house of lords to con­ 
trol In levying taxation; second, the 
claim of the same house to the right 
to compel dissolution of the popular 
chamber and. third, the assertion of 
the house of lords of their power to 
make and unmake the executive gov 
animant of the crown.

Savannah Pollee Loth Up 180 Men In 
Hope of Finding M urderer—Revolt­ 
ing Crime Occurred In Hie Heart of 
the City. 


Savannah. Ga., Dec. ll.—Sprawled 
hideously about the halls and rooms 
of their home In the heart of the resi­ 
dence section of Savannah, the muti­ 
lated bodies of Mrs. Billa Grlbble, aged 
seventy years, and her daughter. Mrs. 
Carrie Oleander, were found by a pa­ 
trolman. attracted to the house by the 
moans of a third woman. Mrs. Maggie 
Hunter, who is at the point of death 
In the Savannah hospital. 
A bloody 
axe and the torn clothing of Mrs. Oh- 
lander forms the theory of the police 
that It was for the purpose of criminal 
assault and of covering up his crime 
that the murderer used the weapon in 
such terrible fashion. 
A negro who had been living for 
a day or two in an outhouse in the 
rear of the residence is missing and 
though his trail is cold, blood hounds 
are at work, with scores of officers 
searching for bits of clews that may 
lead to his hiding place. 
Arrests by Wholesale. 
One hundred and fifty negro men. 
caught In the meshes of the police 
dragnet through Ya mac raw. a negro 
section of the city, are prisoners In 
the police station, the theory of the po­ 
lice being that a negro man. having 
planned an assault 
upon 
Mrs. Oh* 
lander, was compelled to commit the 
other crimes in order to escape. 
Foe ling is tense here, and an out­ 
break of serious character is not Im­ 
probable. If the assallant-murderer is 
found hts life would be almost certain 
to pay the forfeit In quick order for 
his crime. 
It Is believed that Mrs. Hunter, the 
third victim, who Is yet barely alive, 
la a relative of Mrs. Grlbble. who was 
at the home on a visit Her skull Is 
broken In by the blows of the axe. and 
she will hardly recover consciousness 
before the end comes, and another will 
be added to the list of murders. The 
dying woman was at the door of the 
house as the officer who found the 
bodies entered. Evidently she was try­ 
ing to escape or give the alarm when 
ber strength failed her. She could not 
have moved far from the place where 
she was attacked when she fell. 
Killed Whits Sitting In Chair. 
The police believe that the assault 
on Mrs. Oleander was planned In ad­ 
vance by the murderer, and thnt the 
killing of her mother and the fatal 
Injuries to Mrs. Hunter were inciden­ 
tal to the first crime. 
Mrs. Grtbbls 
was killed apparently while she was 
seated In an easy chair, reading. 
At 
the side of her battered body on the 
floor were her spectacles and a news­ 
paper. Her gray hair was blood clotted 
where the fatal blow of the axe fell. 
No outcry was heard by anyone in the 
neighborhood while the murderer was 
at work. The body of Mrs. Grlbble was 
cold when found, and It was evident 
that the murderer had several hours 
start of the police. 
Men and boys have joined posses 
that yet have been of little service 
except to arouse feeling against the 
slayer. It Is not believed tbat the ne­ 
gro has left Savannah. From n wood- 
house where the supposed murderer 
found bls weapon bloodhounds have 
started a dosen times as lf on the 
trail, only to be confused by the mul­ 
titude of crossed trails on the asphalt­ 
ed streets.
